A departm ent report F rid a y 
said per capita smoking am ong 
A m ericans aged 18 and over in 
1974 is now estim ated at 207.4 
packs, unchanged from the 1973 
figure. 
Before leveling off last year,

recovered from a low of 198 6 
p acks in 1970 in the afte rm ath 
of a government report linking 
cigarettes to disease—to 202.2 
packs in 1971, 202.7 in 1972 and 
the 207.4 pack level in 1973.

Ja m e s Coates in the Chicago Tribune had a story 
recently about the celebration held in Washington near 
the Washington Monument. The occasion w as to celebrate 
Hum an Kindness Day. A crowd of 125,000 gathered for a 
free concert and it was co-sponsored by the National Park 
Service, the people in charg e of many of the Bicentennial 
events and all the monuments. When the police finished 
checking the hospital em ergency rooms it w as learned at 
least 600 people (mostly young) had been assaulted, 
robbed 
or both, and 
one man, Steven 
Laipe, an 
Agriculture Department official was partially blinded. 
The Washington police are thinking of spending $5.3 
million for 600 local police and 300 police cadets to work 
overtim e during the next two years to prevent this hap­ 
pening again. The District of Columbia Police official has 
suggested that tourists leave their handbags at home and 
not carry expensive 
cam eras when 
they come to 
Washington. What a thought when we a r e celebrating 
freed o m ! 
Such news stories a r e rarely reported on TV but it 
certainly makes us take another look at Rushville and 
m ake us realize how very fortunate we a r e to live in a 
town w here it is safe to walk the streets at night, where a 
m ayor is very concerned about law and order, and we 
have 
a 
police departm ent alert and 
apprehending 
criminals. 
During the last year of the Johnson administration the 
room m ate and I attended a reception held on the top floor 
of the State Department. Lady Bird Johnson was the guest 
speaker. We were with Flora Joslin who lived in 
Washington and had been a society editor for years on a 
Washington D C. paper. As we left, she ask us to walk with 
her to her car As she said good-bye, she explained that we 
might think it strange but we were in the high crime 
district! What a shock for our visiting celebrities from 
other lands! 
The situation has not improved. With a population of 
700,000 Washington proper logged 54,644 crim es last year. 
This included 277 m urders, 561 rapes, 7,941 robberies, 
2,811 assaults, 14,126 burglaries, and 25,005 fairly minor 
larcenies. No wonder the chief planner for the Bicen­ 
tennial is worried. F o r the display on the Monument 
grounds at least 250,000 are expected for the Fourth of 
July. The Festival of Folk Life will draw- crowds to the 
Mall of 125.000 to 150,000, so the Police a re looking at all 
m easures necessary to see that nothing happens again 
like happened on H um an Kindness Day! 
Since we are no longer at war, maybe out government 
officials will actively and constructively turn attention to 
the w ar on crime and concentrate on how to restore some 
of the old time virtues of respect for the rights of others. 
For som e time we have been concerned that the accused 
will not get a fair shake in court. That is im portant but it is 
equally important that justice be given to the victim and 
that if there is guilt, then justice should include a program 
that would prevent crim e happening again and again.

The Seminole county refugee 
sponsor lectured her charges on 
the American way of life and 
told them the rent would be 
$166 a month. 


Reporters for Orlando Senti­ 
nel Star found the Vietnamese 
sweltering in 95-degree heat in 
the orange grove Thursday. 
Among the children was Nguy­ 
en Thi Thai Hang, a

French Were First 
Whites In Indiana

have traveled the region that 
now is Indiana, it wasn’t until 
the latter half of the 17th 
century that the white man 
cam e in organized numbers. 
And the French were the 
first; Sieur de la Salle in 1669 
led two dozen men in canoes 
from

the 
St 
Lawrence 
River 
into 
Lake 
Ontario and then Lake Erie 
From Lake Erie they advanced 
along a tributary until reaching 
the Ohio River. 
Following it downstream, the 
small party reached what is 
now the Louisville-Jefferson 
ville-New Albany area, then 
returned to Canada. 
It was nearly a decade later 
before La Salle returned, this 
time down Lake Michigan and 
up the St. Joseph River to what 
is now the South Bend area. 
They 
carried 
their 
canoes 
overland from there eight miles 
to the Kankakee River, and 
rode that stream into Illinois 
and the Mississippi River. 
Firm Control of Region 
By 1700, the French had firm 
control 
of 
the 
region 
and 
prospered 
trading 
with 
the 
Indians until the middle of the 
18th century. But the Seven 
Years War in Europe spread to 
the American continent where 
it assumed the name French 
and Indian War against the

reinforced by 200 British troops, 
400 
Indians 
and 
plenty 
of 
military hardware. 


Clark’s next trip to Vincennes 
wasn’t so easy. 
He and his troops marched 
eastward across Southern Il­ 
linois, and trip wasn’t any easy 
one. Floods had inundated the 
land and the American forces, 
who also had 
Indians with 
them, often found themselves 
waist deep in water. 
Using canoes and dugouts, 
they 
crossed 
the 
swollen 
Wabash River south of Vin­ 
cennes and marched on the 
garrison. British cannons ap­ 
parently were no match for the 
long rifle on Feb. 24, 1779. 
Clark’s sharpshooters apparent­ 
ly picked off enough British in 
the

to bring about a 
surrender.

The fall of Vincennes left the

ROME (UPI) — Italy today 
prepared for regional elections 
Sunday that could bring the 
Communists

government for the first time in 
almost three decades. 
The election is a key test for 
the ruling Christian Democrats, 
who want to avoid an alliance 
with the largest Communist 
party in the West. 
Campaigning ended Friday 
night, giving the country’s 40 
million voters a one-day breath­ 
er before they elect 15 regional 
councils and more than 6,000 
provincial and municipal coun­ 
cils. 
Although no parliamentary 
seats are at stake, the voting

implications.

More On Canning Planning 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind.— 
For garden tomatoes, corn, and 
beans all year long, start 
planning 
now. 
Successful 
canning starts with a well- 
thought-out canning plan, says 
Extension foods and nutrition 
specialist Marcile Allen. 
The 
Purdue 
specialist 
recommends you consider the 
size of your family, its food likes 
and dislikes, and your food 
budget. You’ll only waste time 
and money if you can food your 
family won’t eat. 
How much can you expect for 
your garden to yield in canned 
goods? 
According 
to 
an 
Extension horticulture bulletin, 
a 
IOO foot 
row will 
ap ­ 
proximately yield the following 
amounts of these foods: 
Asparagus, 124 quarts, Lima 
beans, 5 quarts, Snap beans, 40 
quarts, Carrots, 25 quarts, Peas 
(pods) 6 quarts, Rhubarb, IOO 
quarts, Summer squash, 5-6 
quarts, 
Corn 
20 
quarts, 


Tomatoes 160 quarts. 
As you plan your canning 
schedule keep your garden’s 
production schedule in mind, 
Miss Allen continues. You must 
harvest produce at just the right 
time and can promptly for the 
best flavor. After all, the quality 
of canned products can not be 
higher than the quality of the 
raw food you can. 
This means you should plan 
your canning schedule around 
the expected harvest time, Miss 
Allen says. Be realistic when 
you plant beans, tomatoes, corn, 
or other foods that mature at 
about the same time. And plan 
to be home when your crops 
mature—if you want to utilize 
them to the fullest. 
“Also keep your equipment in 
mind as you plan what to can,” 
she advises. 
“ Some foods 
require a pressure canner. If 
you don’t have a canner and 
don’t plan to buy or borrow one, 
you should avoid canning all 


common vegetables except 
tomatoes.” 


Acid foods sucn as tomatoes 
and fruits can be processed 
safely in boiling water, she 
adds. The equipment for this 
procedure isn’t expensive. 


However, the savings of a 
well-tended and utilized garden 
can far out-weigh the cost of 
canning equipment, Miss Allen 
points out. A 15 by 25 foot garden 
may save you as much as $284 
over the cost of the same foods 
from the grocery. 


But whether you save money 
or not, you’ll probably enjoy the 
foods you can, Miss Allen 
predicts.
